of the said first-recited Act was repealed, and the same, as amende , 
was continued for a Period therein limited : And whereas an Act was 
10 passed in the Session of Parliament held m the Filth and Sixth Ye„r 
of the Keign of Her present Majesty, Chapter Sixty-eight, whereby 
the said secondly recited Act was amended and continued for a Period 
therein limited: And whereas an Act was passed m the Session of 
Parliament held in the Seventh and Eighth Yearn of the Reign of 
16 Her present Majesty, Chapter Forty-seven, whereby the said first- 
recited Act was amended, and the said recited Acts were farther 
continued for a Period therein mentioned: And whereas the said re- 
cited Acts were further continued by an Act passed m the Sessmn 
of Parliament held in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Years of Her 
20 Majesty, Chapter Forty-eight, and by an Act passed m the Fifteen 
[Bill 77-]— Sess. 2.

and Sixteenth hears oi Her Majesty, Chapter Thirteen, and by an 
Act passed in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Years of Her Majesty, 
Chapter One hundred and three, and by an Act passed in the Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Forty-six: 
And whereas it is expedient that the said first-recited Act, and the 5 
said secondly and thirdly and fourthly recited Acts, should be further 
continued, subject to the respective Amendments thereof: Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in the present Parliament assembled, and by the 10 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. The said first-recited Act, except such Parts thereof as have 
been repealed by the said secondly recited Act, and subject to the 
Amendments thereof in the said subsequent recited Acts contained, 
and the said secondly and thirdly and fourthly recited Acts, subject 15 
■-0 the respective Amendments thereof, shall be further continued, 
and shall be and remain in force from the passing of this Act for 
Five Years. 
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
